Arkansas farmers were by far the

Quaint old Monterey Mission wa 


founded in 1770 when the Spanish de 
dtswvered Monterey Bay, California 


In the years to come "it was to rise 


to a pinnacle of importance among th< 
Franciscian missions o| California, 
only to be succeeded by another mis- 
sion, and then, in turn, to succeed 
that one. 
, And in later years it was to be the 
wedding place of Herbert Hoover and 
Lou Henry. Monsignor Ramon MeS- 
trei, their friend, who was-pastor'of 
the church for years, marred them 
there. 


Father Junlpero Serra, the zealous 


Spanish Franciscan frlir who foUftded 
the,churches on California's'famous 
Mission Trail, established Monterey 
Mission June 3, 1770. 


He named it Mission San Carlos de 


Bcrrome'o. 


Some time later the. good father de- 


cided this was not the best place for 
his mission. He chose t instead a site 
seven miles distant on the Carmal 
river. There ;was built Mission San 
Carlos de'Borromeo del Carmelo.. 


And Carmel Mission Was established 


as the home mission. 


San Carlos de Borremoe became-the 
parish chapel. 


Years passed, 'fai 1834" the •missions 


were secularzied. Their goods were 
disposed of, and Carmel Mission start- 
ed falling into ruins. 


Gradually, the paintings, vestments 


relics ,flnd records of Carmel Mission 
were transferred to Monterey ' Mis- 
sion. 
:, 


Monterey Mission—the second mis- 


sion built in California—Is Still the of-; 
flcial church of Monterey.: It'is:.per- 
haps the best preserved' of all the old 
missions. 


It is built of white stone, cruciform, 


With a nave 120 by 30 feet. . 


Its facade is elaborately decorated 


in 18th century Spanish style. 


Whale vertebrae form the paving in 


the approach to the church. 


The Mdnterey Mission—as-It usually 


is called to - distinguish it from the 
Carmel Mission—Is. visited, by thoU' 
>ands of persons yearly, clue to' its 
listoric significance, t and because its 
relics not only include the .original 
•ecdrds of Father SerTa but portions 
of the oak tree under 'which mass was 
celebrated when Viscalne vftited Mon. 
erey in 1602.
